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A few months back, we ran a short 
promotion which allowed 
advertise with us for a much lower rate 
than we currently charge. There was 
some success with the promotion but we 
believe there can be more. We want to 


clubs to 


get clubs involved with this magazine again and to do that, we 


are sticking our necks out. 

We are reducing the ad rate by 
25%, effective July 1, 1997, for clubs 
only. That's a reduction from $27 per 
inch to $20.00 per inch. If your club 
currently runs a 1.5 inch ad, you are 
paying $40.50. The new club rate 
will be $30.00. It's an experiment 
but if not successful, we will have to 
return to the old rate (or higher) or 
cease publishing. 

To be successful at these lower 
rates, we must get more clubs 
involved. There are easily more 
than 75 square dance clubs in 
New England that never adver- 
tise their dances. We constantly 
hear from clubs that it *costs too 
much" to advertise, so we are 
removing that barrier. Most 
clubs charge $5 per person for a 
dance. If you get two couples to 
attend your dance because of your 
ad, well, you do the math. 

Some restrictions will apply 
with the new pricing. Ads must be 
a minimum 1 inch and can be 
increased in М inch multiples 
only. No other discounts are 
applicable. With this ad pur- 
chase, the club will have their 
dances listed free of charge in the 
dance listing. If the club lists 
their workshops in the ad, the 
club name will be listed under 
"Who has Workshops." We will no 
longer have a detail list of 
workshop dates. Ads which are 
listings, usually bought by asso- 
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ciations, do not qualify for this 
rate. 

The non club ad rate becomes $30 
per inch. Discounts for larger 
display ads will apply, especially for 
ads which are % page and larger. 
New ad rate sheets are prepared and 
they will be mailed to all our regular 
advertisers. 

We will be making some other 
minor changes to hold the cost of 
publishing down. When these 
changes appear, if you don't like 
something, let us know. We will 
not compromise the overall value 
and integrity of this magazine 
what-so-ever. We want it to 
survive beyond us. 

Of course, this is half the 
equation. The other half are 
subscriptions. Each club must take 
on the task of getting their members 
to subscribe. Without the subscrib- 
ers, it makes no difference what the 
ad rate is. 

We are also seeking out the 
callers and cuers who do trips and 
weekends to advertise those events 
with us as well. 

We need to put the enthusiasm 
back into square dancing. There is a 
lot going on out here but you'd never 
know it. If you share your 
enthusiasm through us, we bet it'll 
become infectious again. 

Come on New England, and New 
York, too.

Let us take a look at the Callers 
from the old days and see what they 
were like. Some were very business 
oriented and seemed to know how to 
organize calling into a way to make 
money as well as call and entertain 
people. Others were primarily callers 
who let other folks worry about the 
business end of Square Dancing and 
many were a mixture of both business 
and entertainer. Now that I am no 
longer calling and have reached a Devil 
may care age where I can talk about 
things аз I saw them and don't have to 
worry about being booked or getting a 
date in any specific area, let me give 
you some examples of the business- 
minded callers who did so much for our 
activity. You must not think business 
and Square Dancing don't mix. 
Without these business-minded folks, 
we never would have had our Square 
Dance Barns and some of our most 
successful festivals and other Square 
Dance enterprises. 

A great example of а caller 
businessman or couple would be Chet 
and Barbara Smith, from Bolyston, 
Massachusetts, who converted an old 
cow barn into Bay Path Barn where so 
many people have had such wonderful- 
times doing Western Style Dancing. 
Chet taught classes and called for 
workshops and clubs that formed from 
these classes. Plus, they offered open 





Saturday night dances that featured 
the very best callers from all over the 
United States. Barbara became one of 
the most respected Round Dance 
leaders in the East and also cued the 
Rounds at the Saturday night dances. 
Chet was one of the early choreogra- 
phy buffs and was always working on 
interesting ways to utilize existing and 
new calls. 

The callers from around the U. S. 
who did guest dates at Bay Path Barn 
always looked forward to sharing 
information with Chet and taking some 
new ideas with them when they headed 
out for the next stop on their tour. As 
with any successful business, Bay Path 
Barn and it’s large crowds gave other 
folks in the Worcester area the idea and 
soon there were several other Square 
Dance Barns operating. For 10 to 15 
years they did quite well, but then the 
crowds dwindled and most went out of 
business. The places ] remember were 
Allens Homestead. The Coop, Trow's 
Barn, Chauvan's Circle-C, The Hayloft, 
Ploof's Barn, Highview Dance Hall and 
Sterling Hall. There may have been 
others, but these were the main ones of 
the 1960's and '70s. It was a boom time 
for Square Dancing and the whole 
country looked to New England to try to 
figure out what we were doing that was 
80 successful.

ORAL HISTORY PROJECT UPDATE 


This Lloyd Shaw Dance Archives 
Oral History Project has turned into 
quite an undertaking. I have just sent 
a sort of year end report to all the 43 
leaders I have tape recorded so far, as 
well as the 50 or so people who were 
good enough to send a small donation 
to help offset travel expenses. 

This report was primarily a list of 
interviewees and a statement of plans 
for the future. There was no refer- 
ence to content of these tapes. 

During the editing process, I found 
a definite continuity of thinking. The 
most obvious was that each felt ex- 
tremely fortunate to have been in the 
right place at the right time - that was 
to enjoy a huge explosion of interest in 
square dancing around the early 1950's. 
Many became the prominent leaders 
by conducing callers schools, institutes, 
workshops and by spreading the good 
word through their national and inter- 
national travels. 

The second most common thread is 
that we have created our own prob- 
lems, Dick Leger - “Too much to learn 
in too little time”. Jim Mayo’s philoso- 
phy - “There are three basic charac- 
teristics of square dancing...Sensual, 
Social, and Intellectual”. 

*Sensual - the ability of dancers to 
“feel” the music, the musical phrase 


and the pure pleasure of dancing. 

*Social - the little things like danc- 
ing mixers, hall decorations, visita- 
tions, etc. In other words, more than 
refreshments and greeting at the door. 

*Intellectual - the mind games 
we've come to believe is the most im- 
portant. How many ways can we get 
from here to there. In other words 
“Choreography”. 

We have disregarded the first, 
turned the second over to our club of- 
ficers and concentrated almost entirely 
on the third. 

All agreed the activity is declining 
but is not dying. Square dancing will 
always be around. And there will al- 
ways be a place for the Advanced and 
Challenge dancer. Nearly all believe a 
rejuvenation will only come about when 
we develop a program available to the 
occasional dancer - one requiring just 
a few lessons. 

Plans for transcribing these tapes 
is currently on hold. Hopefully addi- 
tional funding and/or outside help will 
appear. Could you possibly help in this 
area? (Jim Mayo has already volun- 
teered).

DON'T THROW OUT THAT OLD "DANCER MAGAZINE". 
A doctor's or dentist's office - the barber shop or hairdresser - good places to catch the public 
eye - let them see the fun they're missing. 
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In my Blue Skies Cookbook, I have found a page of helpful hints that I 


found interesting and fun. 

come in handy, 

A is for aluminum foil. A piece of it 
with a dab of washing soda in a jar 
of water makes a silver dip cleaner. 

B is for ball point ink, which you can 
remove from vinyl by rubbing it with 
а slice of raw potato. 

С is for camphorated oil. Applied to a 
soft cloth, it will take white marks 
out of furniture. 

D is for drip dry. Shirts dry faster and 
smoother over a plastic bag put over 
the hanger. 

E if for egg slicer. Use it for slicing 
mushrooms and beets as well as 
eggs. 

F is for foam rubber, Rub it over up- 
holstery to pick up dog and cat hairs 

G is for glycerine. Oil the mincer with 
it. It won't flavor the food. 

Н is for herbs. Keep them on the shelf 
in alphabetical order, so they are 
easy to find. 

I is for icing. Add a pinch of baking 
soda to icing to keep moist and pre- 
vent cracking. 

J is for jam. It takes less time to make 
it if the sugar is warmed through in 
the oven 

K is for kneeling pad. Make it from an 
old hot water bottle stuffed with old 
nylons, 

L is for lemon. A half dipped in salt 
cleans copper. 

М is for magnet. Keep one in the sew- 
ing box to pick up pins and needles 

N is for newspapers. They make ex- 
cellent window polishers 
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I want to share them with you, as some may 


Ois for onion Pierce it lengthwise with 
skewer and it won't go to pieces 
when boiled. 

P is for parsley. Seed watered with 
boiling water grows quicker. 

Qis for quilt. Keep it from slipping by 
sewing matching material to one end 
and tucking it under the mattress. 

Ris for rubber gloves. When the right. 
ones wear out, hang on to the left 
ones. Turn one inside out and you 
will have a pair again. 

S is for soap. Rubbed on the bottom of 
a draw will make it run smoothly. 
T is for tea leaves. Put them around 
lily of the valley for more flowers. 
U is for undies. Put the fragile ones in 
a pillowcase tied around the top, 
then wash them with the washing 

in your machine, 

V is for vinegar. Wiped over furniture 
before polishing gives an extra shine. 

W is for window box. Put a layer of 
gravel over the earth, so the dirt 
doesn't spatter the window. 

X is for Xmas cake. The icing won't be 
ruined if the cake is put on the lid of 
the cake tin and the base over it. 

Y is for yeast. It shouldn't be kept in 
the fridge or in a cold place, or it 
will die. 

Z is for zipper. If it sticks, try running 
the lead of a pencil up and down the 
metal parts, It should then run 
smoothly. 

Тат sure out of these hints, one or 
two may work for you.

FEEDBACK from a Caller 





While presiding over a meeting of 


Tri-State Callers, I discovered that the 
Kick-Off dance for the 98 NESRD 
Convention will not have a Mainstream 
Hall. As a caller who is committed to 
Mainstream dancing and to our newer 
dancers, I am frankly appalled at the 
decision of the committee not to support 
our most precious new graduates. What 
is the message we want to communicate 
to our new dancers? Their message is 
obvious: We want you to support the 
Convention and its efforts but we will 
provide no place for you to dance, 
furthermore, if you want to join us as 
dancers you have to know Plus and more 
to become a part of our dancing society. 

I am fortunate enough to be working 
with actual new dancers who are 
looking forward to going to Maine in 
April and who have been told that they 
now belong to this wonderful family of 
square dancers that will welcome them 
into this family with open hearts and 
arms. Apparently this is not so. My 
new dancers now will find out that this 
big family that wants them to attend 
and support these functions, really 
wants them to be more learned before 
actually accepting them into the fold. 
All the time I have spent talking to new 
dancers about holding off on going 
beyond Mainstream for at least two 
years is obviously in vain. Thisisclearly 
a bad message. I must now explain to 
these new dancers why they cannot 
attend this function after they have 
worked and played hard at achieving 
these new skills. 

I have always been clear with my 
square dance philosophy: Learn and 
stick with Mainstream for at least two 
years, avoid the trap of moving onto 
other levels before you are ready, learn 
to dance your program well and then 
move on only if you think you would like 
to learn more of what this fabulous 
activity is all about. Folks, there are no 
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mysteries solved or great eternal 
questions answered by moving up the 
program chart of dancing. Too many 
people drop out after running this race 
and never come back again - people that. 
may have stayed with us longer if we had 
not created such a complex activity. Our 
lack of dancers in the activity is partly 
due to pushing people beyond their 
ability; clubs and callers alike are 
responsible for this problem despite the 
fact that our society in general is 
fragmenting with so many different 
forms of activities and recreation. We 
will not be able to stop this decline in 
square dancing until: 1) we learn not to 
push the new dancers up the level 
ladder, and 2) we provide events and 
places for our new dancers to dance. 
Гат committed to the dance and for 
what it stands for-fun, recreation, 
socializing, and exercise. Introducing 
this activity to new people is the best 
feeling, but how can we involve new 
people when the decision makers are 
deciding not to allow new dancers to 
dance in their squares. I will support the 
North Shore Convention in 1998 because 
there will be a Mainstream Hall. I 
cannot support the Kick-Off dance for 
this event because they have excluded 
new dancers that I have worked hard to 
teach from attending.

What you are is more important than what you've got. 
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CONSIDER MAVERICK MARKETING 


These times require maverick 
marketing to get the customers (new 
dancers) you desire, for your new 
dancer program that offers square 
dancing year-around. Competition for 
one’s leisure time is tough. On any 
given evening most people have to 
make a choice from a list of competing 
recreational activities. 

In the Summer it is fishing, water 
skiing, boating, golf, baseball, etc. In 
the Fall, when most new dancer 
programs start, we have fishing, 
hunting, high school sports, bowling 
and, of course, National Football 
League Football games. 

Here in Wisconsin it is not unusual 
to see a Sunday afternoon square 
dance canceled because the Packers 
are on television on that date. 

A club’s marketing program must 
be a winner and today’s winners are 
mavericks. “Since the days of the old 
west, the term “Maverick” has been 
used to describe nonconformity. The 
origin came from Sam Maverick, a 
Texas rancher who refused to brand 
his cattle. Stray cattle were called 
“Maverick’s,” denoting ownership. 
Over the years the term began to be 
used for people who were nonconform- 
ists,” states Edwin Richard Rigsbee, 
the author of “The Art of Partnering” 
in an article he wrote for the Farm 
Builders News publication. 

Mr. Rigsbee’s definition of maver- 
ick marketing is amply to be innova- 
tive and try new ideas for succeeding. 
He encourages marketing that is 
different in a positive way. 

Let’s explore some ways to be 
different in your marketing efforts. 

Have you ever seen a large beam of 
light in the sky? Your first reaction is 
“Where is it coming from?” Before you 
know it, you are maneuvering your 
automobile toward the moving search 
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light. Low and behold, it is a 
marketing gimmick by a local video 
outlet trying to get customers to come 
in and visit their new store and 
become familiar with their offerings. 
Why not be a maverick marketer of 
square dancing and ask the store 
manager if you can help promote their 
open house by having a square dance 
demonstration in their parking lot. Of 
course, you will have handouts to give 
to prospects that show interest in the 
benefits of your product - fun, 
friendship and fitness. 

Sunday church picnics with deli- 
cious chicken and ham dinners are a 
big thing all summer in our area. The 
rush for the dining hall is the greatest 
after Sunday morning services. This 
means people waiting in long lines to 
get served eventually talk to the picnic 
chairperson and offer a solution to his 
or her problem. Offer a square dance 
demonstration in the parking lot so 
the people have something to watch 
and even participate in while they 
wait to be seated for their special 
church picnic dinner. You win and 
they win! 

Have you ever taken your family to 
see the fireworks display during the 
weekend long gala event to celebrate 
our Nation's Birthday, July 4? 

Often the people are sitting on the 
lawn in one of the local parks just 
waiting for the fireworks to begin. 
They usually get there an hour or two 
early to make sure they get a good 
spot. A convenient outdoor stage may 
bein the park - unused of course. Why 
not offer a pre-fireworks entertain- 
ment session of square dancing on 
stage to help the onlookers pass the 
time before the “big bangs” show!

Last month I was reminded of the 
other side of that courtesy, 1 opened 
up my equipment and discovered that 
I did not have the power cord for my 
amplifier. | had left it in the hall 
where I worked the night before 
Fortunately, Ed Phillips who was cuing 
that night had his amplifier with him.

them - mostly in Connecticut. 

The areas with the strongest 
recovery were Eastern and Western 
Massachusetts. In the East that may 
have been partly because we have lost 
a few clubs so the remaining dancers 
are distributed over fewer Saturday 
night dances. In the Western part of 
the state it may be the result of the 
strong promotion efforts that have 
been going on there recently 

One discouraging bit of data from 
this survey is the average class size. 
This has dropped from 19 in 1991 to 10 
in 1996. There are a few bright spots. 
11 of the 62 classes represented have 
more than 16 people in them. Clearly 
some groups know how to recruit 
successfully. The COOP Committee 
has appointed a new subcommittee to 
search for ways to improve recruiting. 
One thing they will do is contact the 
successful clubs and try to find out 
how they have done it. 

Since this is May, it is probably 
worth mentioning again the impor- 
tance of making new graduates 
comfortable at our dances. If these 
new members of the square dance 
community find it fun, they will be 
helpful in recruiting new class 
members next September. Go out of 
your way to include the new dancers in 
your square. We often have so much 
fur, with the folks we know that we 
forget to look around to be sure that 
the new graduates are included. A 
square with three couples of experi- 
enced dancers can share the fun of 
dancing with a new dancer. When four 
of those new dancers get together in а 
square, the chance for success shrinks, 
Square dancing is a lot more fun when

Stand about 
10 feet away from the mirror and drape the fabric over your 


shoulders and down the front of you. 
Close your eyes for a few seconds and 
then open them. What is the first 
thing you see? Does the print or color 
over come you? Does it make you look 
and feel dull or does it make you feel 
alive? You want the color and print to 
say here | am without loosing who you 
are. You want your clothes to 
complement your complexion, eyes, 
hair and your figure. Some guide lines 
you could use: if your eyes are blue or 
green, colors that are neutral, smokey 
gray, or olive green if your hair is 
blonde, balance your overall appear- 
ance with camel, tan, ash, or ivory- 
color. Use your make up to bring out 
the colors in your garments. Use 
corals, pink, or red lipstick. For hard 
to match colors try earrings, scarves or 
hair accessories. 

Colors can create optical illusions 
and enhance your appearance. Cool 
colors, such as blue, green, and violet 
will slim you down. Warm colors such 
as red yellow or orange will enlarge 
your appearance. Dull colors tend to 
recede, so they can disguise your true 
size. Subtle or blended colors will 


make your figure appear smaller and 
bright colors will do the opposite. 
These are the basics that are given 
when you are being color typed, I agree 
with some of it but I can't say I always 
follow the guidelines. I like my fabric 
to express how I feel so I tend to make 
all different types of fabric and prints 
and I wear the dress that reflects my 
mood, It used to be said that if you 
were heavy, your clothes should be on 
the darker side of blacks, browns and 
navy and never wear a print. I totally 
disagree. I have made clothes for the 
larger woman and once Гуе talked 
them out of the very dark colors and 
used soft flowing material of soft color 
pastels and design a dress that accents 
their best features the reflections I get 
back in the mirror tell the whole story 
I believe that if you feel pretty, and 
feminine you will walk that way and 
appear to everyone that you are and 
you really are. 

When starting out, use the 
guide lines, but don't be 
afraid to slip away from 
them once in a while. W

Possibly, but I doubt 
it - I just threw that in to get your 
attention, and that's what I wanted, 
Stretching. our imagination. we 
could consider the wave to represent 
the recruitment of new dancers and 1 
believe that wave [our recruitment! 
has already crested and we are on the 
downward side of the wave. Whether 
there is another wave behind this one 
is up to you and to me and everyone 
else in this activity ofours.

Recruit and equally, and maybe even 
more important we need to Retain 
those Recruits And that brings me to 
my main theme - Retention. While 
not necessarily true in all areas | 
believe it to be the ease that we are 
turning our Recruits not into dancers 
but into learners, Think about it. In 
any area where there is no solid 
Mainstream Program of dance our 
recruits are taught [exposed to) our 
Mainstream Program in anywhere 
from 30 to 50 hours. At that time they 
are let loose for the summer season 
and advised to “find a Caller or 
Workshop and learn Plus by Septem- 
ber so you can dance with the club".

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FEEDBACK from a Dancer 





I have been waiting for some time to 
find the right article so that I could 
either agree or disagree with the issue 
regarding mainstream dancing or the 
“new dancer” problem The big 
discussion involves the declining of the 
dancer population and the dissolution of 
many clubs. How can we stop this 
exodus and what is the best way to get 
and keep square dancers. There are 
many reasons why people don’t start to 
square dance and many more reasons 
why people don’t stay. We could argue 
these points for a long time. I feel that 
Jim has a very good point in this column. 

Think back to when you learned to 
square dance, if you can remember, 1 
can. It was like a foreign language to me. 
There are many calls that, not only have 
little meaning and do not make sense, 
but have names that sound alike ( such 
as star thru, square thru, etc.). 1 know 
that I am not a quick learner, however, I 
also know that I have an above average 
intelligence and have seen other people 
struggle to learn the calls in the amount 
of time allotted. God forbid if you miss a 
week or two (many of us do have other 
commitments) and then you are really 
lost. I believe all of us learners would be 
better offifwe learned each call in all the 
different positions from the very start. 
It would help reinforce the name of the 
call and help the dancer to see how it is 
used. Of course, you would not be able to 
learn as many calls per evening or per 
hour if that is what callers go by. If you 
are going to be dancing for the next 40 
years, what difference does it make if it

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takes longer to learn the calls? You may 
be able to dance each call better. 

Jim is right about practice. It takes 
many hours of practice to perfect these 
calls. When we were learning, we went 
out every Saturday evening to dance 
them. We needed the practice. 
However, we didn't always get the 
practice when we spent some of the 
evening broken down. Many club 
dancers are too busy dancing with 
themselves to help class members 
dance. New dancers should be pared up 
with an experienced “buddy” dancer for 
their first few dances. This would take 
some ofthe pressure off. He is also right 
about letting "folks learn the 49 basic 
calls in their first class". Lets make it 
easier for new folks to dance and make it 
more fun. There is no excuse for a caller 
to keepcalling when many ofthe squares 
are broken down. Let's think about the 
dancer that wants to dance. He is also 
right that we are an exclusive activity. 

If callers want jobs, and we want 
more square dancers, then something 
has to happen. Let's have less levels and 
more variety within each level for 
happier dancing. We need to bring the 
FUN back to square dancing and take 
out the frustration. If we want new 
dancers, we need to make square 
dancing, easy, fun and make it à social 
activity. We all need more FUN in our 
lives! Callers, pay attention! You have 
all the power to change Square dancing 
to make it grow.

Often the convention 
planners are looking for local low-cost 
entertainment for the conventioneers 
in the evening after the dinner 
banquet. Contact your local conven- 
tion & visitors bureau and offer your 
services as an available local enter- 
tainment program for conventions 
visiting your community. This idea 
works in our community and we are 
confident it will also work in your 
hometown. 

In the Fall ofthe year, shortly after 
the semester starts at universities 
everywhere, the sororities and frater- 
nities schedule guest nights to 
encourage new students to consider 
joining their organization.

DEFINITION: Starting formation - Parallel Ocean Waves or four (4) dancer 
waves to be either right- or left-handed 





(For programs other than Plus, allowable formations include any formation in 
which the end and adjacent center can Single or Partner Hinge. This is a three 
part call). 


Part 1, The ends and adjacent centers Hinge. Part 2. Those facing out fold 
behind those facing in and all dancers will then move forward in a Double Pass 
Thru action. Part 3. Ifthe Hinge is right-handed, peel right; ifthe Hinge is left- 
handed, peel left to end as Facing Couples, 


From a right-hand Hinge, all will pass right shoulders. 
From a left-hand Hinge, all will pass left shoulders.

Part IV 


Bay Path Barn has managed to 
survive, thanks to the efforts of Tom 
and Mary Rinker and hopefully it will 
continue offering various programs for 
Square and Round Dancers in the 
Worcester, Massachusetts area. 

Down the road, about 75 miles, was 
located what was probably the most 
unique operation in the U. S.-- Square 
Acres. Square Acres was located in 
East Bridgewater. Early pioneer 
caller and businessman, Howard 
Hogue and his wife, Marion, were 
known all over the United States 
because of the programs they offered 
at Square Acres. Hogie, as he was 
called by one and all, built this huge 
rambling structure that featured one 
large hall that was dedicated to 
Lawrence Loy of U Mass, and one 
smaller hall. I would guess the two 
halls would dance a combined total of 
60 Squares when they were full of 
dancers, as they were on most 
Saturday nights. However, that was 
not all that made up Square Acres. 

As part of the main building, there 
were 3 or 4 other smaller halls that 
had classes going on all ofthe time and 
each class was at a different stage of 
learning. Hogie had a group of Callers 
that he referred to as "Staff Callers." 
They taught classes and conducted 
workshops in these smaller halls. The 
first Saturday of each month, Hogie 
would start a new class. That may not 
be the exact time frame, but it is close. 
These would not be huge classes, but 
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perhaps З to 5 squares, which would be 
large enough to satisfy the needs of 
keeping the program alive. 

To promote these classes, Hogie 
would offer special dances on a 
Saturday night and everyone who 
brought a new couple to take lessons 
would be treated to a roast beef dinner 
or perhaps a chicken barbecue and it 
would be a big party night. You have 
to realize that there was a large 
complete kitchen facility next to the 
main hall and serving 50 to 60 people 
was no big deal for the Hogue's. These 
classes would continue throughout the 
year and everyone would show up to 
dance on Saturday night at Square 
Acres. The whole area was next to a 
small lake or pond and Hogie built 
cabins in the pines and offered a place 
to stay overnight. This led to Square 
Acres offering week long dance 
vacation packages. Hogie would hire 
callers to do the calling and his staff 
would feed and maintain the cabins 
with linen and cleaning services. 
There would be dance sessions 
morning, afternoon and evening and 
some of the best Callers from around 
the country would do the calling. 

In it's heyday, there would be 10 
weeks of this program offered each 
summer. Dancers came from all over 
the East and Southeast, plus there 
were many Canadians who made the 
long trek to Square Acres for a week of 
dancing. One of the first caller's

Add one cup 
mini-morsels, melted chocolate, choco- 
late syrup and vanilla, stirring just 
until blended (do not over beat). 

Spoon batter into a heavy greased 
and floured 10 inch Bundt pan. 
Bake at 300° Гог 1 hour and 25 to 35 
minutes or until cake springs back 
when touched. Invert cake immedi- 
ately onto a serving plate and let 
cool completely. 

Combine 4 ounces chopped white 
chocolate and 2 TBSP. shortening in 
top of a double boiler, bring water to a 
boil, reduce heat to low; cook until 
mixture is melted and smooth. 
Remove from heat. Drizzle white 
chocolate mixture over cooled cake. 
Melt remaining mini-morsels and 2 
tsp shortening in a small sauce pan 
over low heat, stirring until smooth. 
Remove from heat and let cool, drizzle 
over cake. If desired, garnish with 
chocolate and white chocolate leaves.

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A TIP FOR BETTER DANCING 


By Ed Foote, Pittsburgh, Pennsylvania 
If you break down, get to normal facing lines. 


Most dancers know about this, that a caller will 
often get the floor back to normal (boy-girl 





couples) facing lines so as to pick up those who have broken 
down. Dancers who break down and get to facing lines will 


thus be able to resume dancing sooner 
than those who wait in a squared set 
for the next Left Allemande. 
Obviously, common sense says 
that those waiting to be picked up in 
facing lines must look at the rest of 
the floor so as to know when 
everyone has facing lines. Then they 
can resume dancing. So I am 
constantly amazed at the number of 
squares which get to facing lines and 
then start doing calls the caller is 
giving without looking to see if the 
floor is in facing lines. Obviously 
these people immediately break 
down again within a few seconds. 
As a caller, when I see a square 
break down, I do not immediately 
bring the floor to facing lines. I wait 
to see if the broken-down square 
will reform facing lines, because 
some people will just stand there in 
a squared set. Once I see them 
moving to form lines, then I start 
moving the floor to lines. This may 
take a few calls to accomplish, and 
often one of the calls used is a Slide 
Thru or Star Thru. If the broken- 
down square which has formed lines 
immediately reacts to a Slide Thru

or Star Thru without checking if the 
rest of the floor is in facing lines, 
they are dead in the water, because 
they have taken themselves out of 
facing lines just as I am working the 
floor to get to facing lines. At this 
point I give up on this square. 

Dancers must remember that 
making facing lines is only the first 
half of the story. They also have to be 
alert to when the rest of the floor gets 
to facing lines.

He says: “It is vital for new dancers to 
(1) slide your feet and (2) touch hands. 
I rarely see any newer dancers (under 
5 years) sliding and touching - mostly 
it’s stomp and grab.” 

The second quote comes from Don 
Conrad, a long-time caller from 
Columbus, Ohio. He says: “If a 
dancer learns what he/she must 
know at any program, they will have 
fun. Dancers who do not have fun 
generally have not become proficient 
at that program.”

hemming machine. I use a floor model 
with a magnifying glass and light that 
will swing to all my machines. I have 
asturdy swivel chair with rollers and I 
just swing from one place to another. I 
have a six foot conference table that I 
do all my cutting on and though I have 
an ironing board it is usually put 
away. I use a waist high bureau and I 
covered it with several layers of 
batting then fold a twin sheet several 
times to fit the top.

1-4 Slow, slow, quick, quick, quick (Step forward on the left foot on count 
one, forward on the right on count two, and then forward three quick 
steps L,R,L on counts 3 & 4) 
5-6 Quick vine right in two counts 
7-8 Quick vine left in two counts 
9-12 Slow, slow, quick, quick, quick (Repeat counts 1-4 beginning on the 
right foot and backing up) 
13-14 Scissors (Step to the left with the left foot, close right foot to left foot, 
then step left foot across in front of right foot) 
15-16 Scissors (Step to the right with the right foot, close left foot to right foot 
and on the scissors across, turn 90 degrees to face the left wall) 





Following is a dance that has been around for many years, but is still enjoyed 
by all who dance it. 


PATCH TANZ 


FORMATION: А circle of couples all facing the center of the hall, lady on the 
man's right. Hands should be joined at shoulder height, elbows comfortably 
bent. All start on the right foot. 

MUSIC: “Patch Tanz”. Lloyd Shaw E 44 Routine:

1-8 All circle right 8 steps 
9-16 Circle left 8 steps

shoulder level and turn clockwise eight steps 
41-48 Reverse the turn by each turning / right face without releasing hands so 
that left sides are together and they turn counterclockwise.

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In the April issue of this magazine Ed 
Foote quoted one of my columns. His quote 
seemed to say that I found the dancers in 
Germany were much better than dancers 
here. In fact, the group to which my 
comment referred were callers attending a 
school that | was teaching. Мапу of the 
callers who travel in Europe come home 
raving that the dancers are all extremely 
skilled. My experience is different. 

Certainly there are some outstanding 


dancers in Europe. | called for one group of 


them and, indeed, they do most anything a 
caller might think of. They are probably the 
ones who turn out when the big names from 
the States travel over there. The other groups 
1 have called for have been local clubs. In 
these | have found dancers very much like 
those | call for here. They find my 
choreography interesting because it. differs 
from what their caller calls. I have to be just 
as careful in presenting my routines there as 1 
do here. 

Ed's article continues a discussion that 
comes up frequently among callers. The 
basic question is how much challenge the 
dancers want (or need.) My view is that we 
have lost many dancers over the past decade 
(at least) because callers want to call more 
challenging routines than (most) dancers 
want. Those who take up calling are usually 
the dancers who are most intrigued by the 
complexity of our dance routines. They are 
fascinated by the puzzles and that fascination 
leads them to take up calling 

Nearly everything that is published in 
magazines and note services for callers is 
more complicated than 1 find dancers can 
handle comfortably. Sure, | can get them 
through some of it with carefully chosen 
helper words and hesitations here and there. 
But that’s not what I think dancing is. A good

dance should allow the dancers to move 
without hesitation. Callers have coined a term 
for that kind of moving. We call it "Wind in 
your face" dancing. To get the wind in vour 
face we have to ease up on the complexity so 
you don't have to struggle to solve the puzzle. 

Many are worried about where the next 
generation of square dancers are going to 
come from. When I look back on the folks 
who have left square dancing because it "got 
too complicated" Fm afraid there won't be a 
next generation unless we (callers) change our 
attitude. Fd Foote points out that he calls for 
small groups that ask him to "use the calls 
trom all positions.” Note that these are small 
groups. If callers at large dances try to do the 
same thing, we will soon have only the small 
proups left. (Perhaps we are already there 
because we have been using too many 
positions for too long.) 

| had dinner the other night with three 
couples who had been among the most active 
dancers in my clubs, All have stopped dancing, 
and they said in one voice that they don't miss 
it. They miss the people but the dancing got 
"too complicated" and they don't miss that at 
all. How many other high frequency dancers 
have moved on because it got too complicated. 

There is à growing movement among 
callers to reemphasize the Mainstream dance 
program. Well called, so vou have the wind in 
your face, Mainstream dancing is both 
exciting and fun, Yet it can only be available 
as a comfortable place for the new dancers we 
recruit. if YOU are willing to support it 
Perhaps vou have "paid your dues" and been a 
club officer. Nearly everyone left dancing has 
been an officer at least once. You have one 
more obligation if you hope square dancing 
will survive as the great recreation you have 
enjoyed. Support Mainstream dances. You 
might find they're fun.

sachusetts, Paul and Gail Deguise, 
Presidents of Concord Coach Square 
Dance Club, New Hampshire and Ron 
Bellerose (past president) gave a very 
interesting talk on class recruitment 
and class retention. Paul, Gail and 
Ron say advertising is a year round 
effort for attracting new people. Their 
high focus is in February. Some of the 
club and class members wear T-shirts 
or sweat shirts with the club logo on 
them to let other people know they are 
square dancers. They also have long 
sleeve and short sleeve T-shirts, sweat 
shirts and prairie skirts for the new 
class members, in a choice of 3 colors 
red, white or black. The prairie skirts 
are made by one of the club members. 
So for a cost of about $50 the ladies can 
have T shirts and prairie skirts and 
look and feel like square dancers. The 
club gave tickets to all the class and 
club members and asked them to have 
these tickets with them at all times so 
if someone asks them about square 
dancing they can have them sign these 
tickets and later they can contact 
these people when square dance 
classes begin. They have 500 tickets 
printed for $40. Before the classes 
start, the club sent out invitations to 
the people that signed those tickets. 
They also call these people and gave 
them the information about the 
classes, They might even invite them 
out for pizza before the class begins 
and also go with them to class. They 
start classes with two free fun nights 
and offer cash prizes, but the new 
people have to attend the classes to 
win these prizes. The club members 
take the new class members on raids, 
retrievals and bus rides and make the 
new members feel welcome. Their 


— 
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classes started with over 30 people 
and is now down to 20 people which is 
still a good size class. Even though the 
class has not graduated yet they are 
still very much a part ofthe club. They 
send the club newsletter to all the new 
class members. The club has at least 
40 dancers to go on raids and 
retrievals. You have to support your 
class. Everyone of the Concord Coach 
E-Board members attend their square 
dance classes. Even some of their A-1 
dancers attend these classes. Invest- 
ing money to advertise beginners 
classes on radio and newspapers 
doesn't seem to work. The best way to 
entice new people is by word of mouth, 
hand holding, friend to friend, co- 
worker, Have a flea market and hand 
out flyers. Get the word out. If anyone 
you talk to is interested in square 
dancing have them sign one of your 
tickets. Club members go and support 
the square dance classes because 
that's their obligation. If you don't 
support square dance classes, the 
classes will fold. And if clubs don't 
hold square dance classes, in time the 
clubs will fold, because present club 
members have been supporting the 
club for years and are all burned out. 
You need new people to take over the 
E-board duties. A club’s purpose is to 
have fun, go out dancing and socialize.

THE MAINSTREAM DANCERS SQUARE DANCE CLUB 


The Mainstream Dancers square 
dance club was formed in July 1995 in 
order to provide additional dancing for 
new square dancers and experienced 
square dancers during the summer 
months. The dances continued after 
that first summer, meeting Sunday 
nights once a month, 

Over that year the attendance 
continued to increase and beginning 
with our first anniversary in July 
1996 we began meeting twice a month 
as our schedule permitted. From July 
to December, we will dance the 
Mainstream program with an empha- 
sis on providing smooth dancing 
aimed at new dancers.

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Stitch N’ Time From page 14 
sewing items are in clear view plastic 
boxes. I use plastic zip-lock bags for 
ribbons and small incidentals. I have 
a couple of tall wire drawers on wheels 
that when needed I wheel it out 
otherwise it is stored under my cutting 
table. My round accent table with a 
table cloth is actually a round large 
type garbage barrel that we made a 
piece of wood to cover the top. I keep 
all my summer clothes in there during 
the winter and exchange winter 
clothes in summer. То store your 
ribbons and laces you can recycle your 
paper towel rolls and wrap up your 
ribbons and secure with a pin. The one 
draw back in my room is that I have 
carpeting on the floor, I hope in the 
near future to replace it with square 
vinyl tiles. Maintenance is a sweep. 
My friends sewing area does not 
need to be as big as mine as she only 
sews for herself. She was tired of 
using the kitchen table and always 
having to set up and take down. She 
was ready to give up her hobby. We 
took a walk through her house and 
found a rarely used closet under the 
stair case. She’d hang out of seasons 
coats in there, (I gave her my 
garbage barrel trick, she now has a 
very nice entry table). On the back 


wall of the closet we hung a see 
through plastic shoe bag for her 
threads and notions. She bought a 
three tier stackable bin system on 
wheels and took over her microwave 
cart on wheels for her sewing 
machine. We removed the doors on 
the cart to put the foot control on the 
bottom shelf. We hung an over the 
door ironing board and a holder for 
the iron. On the side of her cart 
holding the sewing machine we 
installed a magnetic tool rail. This 
holds her scissors, hand sewing 
needles, thimbles screw drivers, 
tweezers, seam ripper and sewing 
gauge. I must pick up one of those 
strips for myself. To the right of her 
closet she has her mothers drop-leaf 
table and when not in use for sewing 
she has both leaves down and a 
pretty flower vase and a picture of 
her mom. When needed for cutting 
out, she opens both leaves and when 
needed for a work table she opens 
one side. She never has to set up and 
take down any more, her closet door 


isnt shut very often and her 
wardrobe is increasing. I

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This month we believe you'll find sev- 
eral articles in this issue very interesting 
toward helping the future of square and 
round dancing as each writer sees it. "Is it 
Really That Bad?", *Advertising: What it 
can't do and can do for Square and Round 


Dancing" and “A50-Cent Marketing Surcharge Is the Answer" all 
address the dwindling square dance population and ask the 
question, what are we doing or going to do about it? We also have 


another "Success Story" about what 
one club had done, helping itself. 
We've said it before but here goes 
again. Every leisure time activity goes 
through a cyclical upheaval. Some- 
thing comes along or is rediscovered, it 
becomes popular, very popular, and 
then begins to lose the mass appeal 
and the following it acquired. Gener- 
ally after the decline, the activity falls 
into a niche category with diehard in- 
dividuals keeping it alive. If we don't 
changeourthinking about square danc- 
ing, it to will become a niche activity. 
That's where you come in. Everyone 
in our activity has a responsibility to 
do something to stop the slide. Talking 
about who or what is to blame will do 
nothing to help repopulate our ranks. 
Look around you. Do you see people in 
the 35 to 45-age bracket, getting bored 
with staying home and watching TV? 
Have you noticed how many people 
have enough of a disposable income to 
#0 out and eat every week? 1 don't 
mean at the fast food outlets either. 
Ever notice the ads that try to attract 
customers to their particular leisure 
time activity? A cruise on a luxury 
liner, a get-a-way weekend or a visit to 
a particular state are all businesses 
that compete for leisure time $$$. Have 
you every read or seen ads for 
Disneyland, Six Flags or other resort 
type vacations? Obviously, we can’t 
compete in the same arena as some of 
the big players but we can compete, 
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even if on a smaller but targeted area. 

We believe that we are now seeing 
the beginning of the turn around to- 
ward using different methods to at- 
tract new people into square dancing. 
We are also seeing a possible, yes pos- 
sible, move to modify the dancing lists 
that currently exist to make it easier 
for new people to join us and begin 
dancing with everyone within a very 
short time period. Many of you started 
dancing when there were only a hand- 
ful of calls. You didn't need week after 
week ofinstructions, jamming all sorts 
of formations into your head before you 
could get out and dance. 

We believe that one of our goals 
should be a return to the good old days 
of square dancing. We are willing to 
bet that if a caller were to revive some 
of the old routines that were used in 
the 50's and 60's, most if not all of the 
current dancers would have a problem 
with them 

If your club has not had a class for a 
few years and you don't have a plan in 
place to try for a class again, we know 
it won't be too much longer before your 
club folds. We've seen it before and 
we'll see it again, This is truly the 
survival of the fittest. Next month 
(hopefully), we will have more infor- 
mation on what some clubs are doing to 
get new dancers. As long as we get 
material, we will share with you what 
others are doing.

There were other Callers who could 
see business opportunities and built 
programs that were Square Dance 
related, but not involved with the 
dance hall or dance barn type or 
operation. ‘The most common business 
opportunity was the Square Dance 
Weekend. Arrangements would be 
made with a nice resort or hotel and 
the Caller or Callers would sell а 
package to the dancers, who would 
come from miles around to enjoy the 
facilities and good dancing offered at 
these Weekends, The leader in this 
type of program had to be Al 
Brundage. He was, without a doubt, 


the main mover in starting all types of 


programs for the new Western Square 
Dance in New England 

Let me tell you just a bit about Al 
Brundage. It would № a terrible 
shame if all that he did for our Square 
Dance program were ever allowed to 
be forgotten, He was the first Caller to 
offer Square Dance lessons in Western 
style Square Dancing, in New En 
gland. He started the first clubs in 
New England that danced the new 
type of squares. The first club was the 
Connecticut Club that danced in 
southern Connecticut. This was 
closely followed by the Hartford Club. 

Al started the Connecticut Callers

Association by contacting all of the 
Callers he knew or had heard about 
and invited us all to a meeting held at 
the old YWCA, in Hartford for the sole 
purpose of forming an organization 
Al ran Caller Training classes in the 
Hartford and Danbury 
encourage dancers in his Clubs to 
start teaching other people how to do 
Western Style Square Dancing. Many 
old time or Eastern Callers were 
influenced into switching from East- 
ern to Western by Al. I recall going to 
the home of Frank Adams in Medway, 
Massachusetts, where Al conducted a 
course on Western calling. We met in 
the converted basement of this lovely 
home. It had been fixed up so that it 
would hold 6 squares. We would drive 
the 2 1/2 hours to get there and Al 
would show us how to use the new 
calls, such as Do-Pas-O, Allemande 
Thar, Alamo Style and Catch All 
Fight. It was very hard for those of us 
who only knew Duck for the Ovster 
and Solomon Levi, to see that vou 
could add calls to what you already 
were using. 

At this time, we were shown what 
patter calling was about. Al had seen 
patter calls being used at the Lloyd 
Shaw Institute in Colorado Springs,

1 Package (6 serving size) Jell-O * 
vanilla pudding and pie filling.* 

1-1/2 cups milk 

1 Baked 9 inch pie shell - cooled 
* Or use 1 package (6 serving size) Jell-O* 
vanilla instant pudding and pie filling; 
Prepared as directed on package. 

Prepare whipped topping as directed 
on package, adding orange juice and or- 
ange rind to the milk and vanilla before 
beating. Prepare pie filling mix as di- 
rected on package, reducing milk to 1&1/2 
cups. Chill. Blend 1 cup of the prepared 
whipped topping mixture into the pud- 
ding. Spoon into pie shell. Garnish with 
remaining whipped topping. Chill at 
least 3 hours, sprinkle with additional 
grated orange rind, if desired. 

Orange Pudding Cake 
1 package (2 layer size) yellow cake mix 
1 package (4 serving size) Jell-O * vanilla 

instant pudding and pie filling 
4 eggs 
1 cup orange juice** 
1/4 cup oil 
1 tsp grated orange rind 
**Do not use reconstituted frozen con- 
centrated orange juice. 

Combine all ingredients in large mixer 
bowl. Blend well; then beat at medium 
speed ofelectric mixer for 2 minutes. Pour 
into a greased and floured 10 inch Bundt 
or Tube pan. Bake at 350? for 55 to 60 
minutes or until cake springs back when

1/2 cup butter 
4-1/2 cups sifted powered sugar 
1 Tbsp grated orange rind 
4-5 Tbsp orange juice 

Cream butter, gradually add sugar 
beating well. Add orange rind and juice, 
beat until smooth. 

To use as a drizzle over cake, cut frost- 
ing recipe in half. 


Citrus Coleslaw 


4 cups cabbage, shredded 
2 cups tangerine sections 
1 grapefruit in sections 
1/2 tsp salt 
1/2 cup raisins 
1/2 cup mayonnaise 
1 Tbsp orange juice 
1 Tbsp honey 
1 tsp grated orange rind 
1/2 tsp celery seed 

In a large bowl combine cabbage, fruit, 
salt and raisins. In small bowl mix rest 
of ingredients. Mix together thoroughly 
and chill before serving.

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Advertising: What it can’t 
and can do for Square & Round Dancing?

Committee for the Promotion of Square & Round Dancing 


I would like to share a little of the 
consensus of opinion, both pro and con, I 
have gathered from the “pros” over the 
past couple of years regarding advertis- 
ing. You will notice 
that I intermingle Li 
business sense with ММ 
activity. I personally 
feel that activities 
need more business 
sense with the busi- 
ness of the activity. 
Please note that I said, “with the 
business of the activity”, not the activity. 
The activity must be shear FUN! 

There are a few things that 
advertising will not do for us. 

As with businesses, if we do not 
target properly with the future of the 
business (activity) in mind, or we do 
not project the product and service we 
say we have, then we should not expect 
lasting results from advertising. We 
will be sadly disappointed if we 
assume our dollars spent on advertis- 
ing will guarantee expected results. 
The consumer is no dummy. Products 
or services misrepresented are a 
downfall of businesses (activities). 

уеп the most gifted of pens would be 

tremendously hard pressed to win 
some, if any, customers back. We will, 
over time, have poured our advertis- 
ing dollars down the drain. 

One-shot advertisement or short- 
term advertising will not produce the 
results needed to propagate ог 
perpetuate the business (activity). 
The average consumer is bombarded 
with over 2,500 commercials a day. 
Statistics show that the average high 
school senior has spent more hours in 
front of the television than his entire 
time in the classrooms. To capture the 
prospect’s awareness, an ad here and 
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the public’s ears and lighten- 
bsters 


there, or intermittent television or 
radio programming with no continu- 
ity, is virtually advertising money ill 
spent. Remember, there is a colossal 
cloud of commercials thundering at 


ing before their eyes. An 
advertiser once said, “spending 
money insufficiently and inap- 
propriately on advertising is 
like buying an airline ticket for 
three quarters of the way to 
Europe. You've spent some money but 
you'll never get to where you want to 
go." Sufficiently appropriated funds 
for consistent programming is abso- 
lutely necessary. 

Not all businesses (activities) who 
advertise are guaranteed that all of its 
share of the population will contact 
them or walk through the doors on 
their own. Advertising is meant to 
“boost” business (activity) by softening 
the image of a product (activity) and 
creating an awareness that the product 
(activity) just may be for them, It is 
what they repeatedly see and hear that 
will be the key to capturing their 
attention. It is а truism that 
“yesterday is gone and tomorrow may 
never come”. We must continually 
meet the needs of today’s customers 
and present them something they will 
want, More often than not, it is already 
there. The public simply doesn’t 
realize what they may be missing. 

Never will the personal contact not 
be needed or be replaced by advertis- 
ing. The personal touch must be 
delivered, be it by business or activity, 
The human interface of you and the 
customer is always a necessity. When 
money is appropriated to adequately 
implement an advertising program to

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The sale of the South Weymouth, 
Massachusetts, property by the 
Square Dance Foundation of New 
England required our removal and 
storage of all our dance collection. To 
this end and as a matter of 
convenience, we rented storage bins 
in Manchester, New Hampshire.

Art Dugas identified an opportu- 
nity to relocate in an area at the 
Waumbec Mills next to the Mill-A- 
Round Dance Center which would 
allow us the opportunity to catalog 
and sort-through our collection at a 
cost comparable to dead storage. It is 
our intention to begin a process of 
searching to see if an existing library, 
museum, educational institution of a 
cultural heritage center could provide 
a large enough room to house and 
display our collection somewhere in 
New England We will develop 
guidelines and procedures for any 
organization to qualifs

England Council of Callers Associa- 
tions (NECCA) will be the host to a very 
special event. The first CALLERLAB 
MiniLab Convention ever to be held оп 
the North American Continent will take 
place in Portland, Maine. There have 
been two previous MiniLab's. The first 
was in Australia in 1990 and the second 
was in England in 1995. 

The goal of the MiniLab is to make 
CALLERLAB membership more acces- 
sible to callers. Since the very first 
CALLERLAB Convention in 1974 it has 
been a requirement for full membership 
that a caller must attend an annual 
Convention. Clearly, for callers who 
live overseas, this has been an 
expensive requirement. Even so, 189 
callers from countries other than the 
U.S. and Canada are currently full 
members of CALLERLAB. 

The closest the annual convention 
has ever been to New England (and 
Eastern Canada) is Baltimore and that 
was more than a decade ago. Other 
than that it has required at least a 1000 
mile trip for our callers to become full 
members. The MiniLab in Portland on 
September 21, 22 & 23 will allow our 
callers to meet the attendance require- 
ment with much less travel expense. 

A CALLERLAB Convention is an 
exciting and educational experience. 
There are, of course, seminars and 
training opportunities led by some of 
the most respected and experienced 
leaders in square dancing. More than 
this, however, is the chance to meet 
informally with these same leaders 
and with other callers from our own 
area. Often, the discussions that 
happen over lunch or on the breaks 
between sessions are as valuable as the 
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In September of this year the New

formal presentations. 

The leadership staff for this Conven- 
tion is chosen from the CALLERLAB 
Board Of Governors and the Accredited 


Coaches. In Portland the five staff 
include the CALLERLAB Chairman, 
Jerry Junck; the Executive Director, 
George White; Board members Tony 
Oxendine and Mike Jacobs and Coach 
Jon Jones. 

This is a time when many feel that 
changes are needed in the square 
dance activity. Proposals for change 
will be among the important matters 
discussed at this Convention. Perhaps 
your caller would like to attend but 
feels that he (or she) still can't afford 
the expense even though it is nearby. 
Could your club offer to help? Please 
think about it. A caller cannot help but 
get renewed enthusiasm from atten- 
dance. The most frequent comment we 
hear from those who go to CALLERLAB 
Conventions is that they "got their 
batteries recharged." 

New England is honored to be the 
hosts for this first ever MiniLab in 
North America, The NECCA Commit- 
tee planning the convention is headed 
by Everett Mackin with Skip Brown 
and Johnny Wedge to help. Share the 
pride, Talk with your caller. Ask if they 
are planning to attend. Offer to help if 
you càn. 

One final important fact. There will 
be a Mainstream dance called by the 
staff leaders who can get here on 
Saturday, September 20. It will be at 
the Doubletree Hotel (formerly the 
Ramada Inn) in Portland (Exit 6A off I- 
295) at 8:00. This will be a unique 
opportunity to dance to callers who do 
not often get to this area. Make the trip 
if you can.

Routine: 
1-4 Allslide 4 steps into center of circle, then slide 4 steps back out to place 
5-8 Repeat actions of Meas. 1-4 
9-16 Grand R & L to third (count partner as 1) person. Ladies turn to face 
LOD, join crossed hands with new partner and all promenade. At the 
end ofthe song, gents face LOD, turn the ladies to face them, so that they 
are ready to begin again, 


Note: Sing the lyrics as you dance.

e" SHINDIG IN THE BARN 


Formation: Proper lines of gents and ladies. Preferably seven couples all 
facing partners. Men's lines to the right of prompter, women's line 
ta left of prompter 


Musie: Shindig In The Barn. Wagon Wheel 921 
Routine: 
Intro: Wait eight beats of music. 
1-8 All go forward three steps, dip or bow, and back up four steps. 


9-16 Every one pass thru and turn back (All pass right shoulders, crossing 
over and turn to face partner) 


17-32 Repeat 1-16, all returning to home position, 
33-40 Top couple (closest to prompter or caller) sashay down between other 
couples with hands joined 


41-48 Active couple then releases hands farthest from the prompter and with 
gent's left hand and lady's right hand still joined, make an arch and come 
up over the heads of the men's line. 

49-56 With the same hand still joined, the active couple wheels across to the 
ladies’ line and arches over this line to the foot of the set. (Man is always 
on the inside of set, woman on the outside of the set.) 

57-64 The active couple swings at the foot of the set while all the other couples 
move up one place to begin the dance again.

Glossary of 
Sewing Terms 
I thought I would do an 
article on sewing terms that 
are not used very often but do 


come in directions for certain articles of clothing. 


Bar tack - A very short thread 
reinforcement for stress points. Can 
be made by hand or machine. 

Basting - Stitches used to hold 
together temporarily two or more layers 
of fabric. Hint: use different color 
thread. They can be sewn by hand or 
machine and should be large enough to 
see and loose enough to remove easily. 

Bias - A diagonal line that cuts 
ACROSS the length and crosswise 
threads of the fabric. Bias cut fabric 
has the greatest amount of stretch and 
flexibility. Stretch always goes 
AROUND the body. 

Binding - Is an edge finished by 
encasing it in a strip of fabric. 

Casing - Two layers of fabric sewn 
together to form a tube into which 
elastic or drawstring can be inserted. 

Clean Finishing - The treatment 
ofa raw edge of fabric so it does not fray, 
by using a zigzag stitch or a serger. 

Clip - A SMALL snip INSIDE the 
seam allowance along curves to allow 
the fabric to lay flat. 

Design Ease - The amount of room 
for movement that the designer 
incorporates into a garment to make it 
comfortable to wear. I add a bit more 
for all my dancing attire. 

Easing - Sewing together two layers 
of fabric of different lengths so that the 
fullness of the longer fabric does not 
show. Princess style bodices have this a 
lot. Make clips on the shorter side to fit 
the larger piece into it.

Finger Press - Using your thumb 
and index finger instead of an iron to 
flatten a seam. 

Grade - To trim the raw edges of 
seam allowance so that they are 
different widths. It reduces bulk 
along seam line. The narrowest grade 
should be the layer that lies closest to 
your body. 

Heading - Ruffled portion at the 
top of a sleeve to keep it full and puffed. 

In the Ditch Stitching - Stitching 
on the RIGHT side of material in a 
previous seam through all layers. 
Used mostly to secure the underside of 
a waistband or collar. 

Placket - A finished opening used 
to close a garment, as in the cuff of a 
mans shirt. 

Slip Stitch - А barely visible hand 
stitch formed by guiding the needle 
through a folded edge, then picking up 
a thread of the fabric underneath. 

Tack - To attach one section to 
another in small stitches. 

Twin Needles - Two needles 
attached to a single shank that is 
inserted into the sewing machine. It 
will sew two rows of parallel stitches. 
Great for decorative top stitching. 

There are many more terms but I 
find these are the most used. I hope 
these definitions will help, maybe you 
could tack them up by 
yoursewing machine 
and save your self 
some time.

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KEEPING OUR STAFF HAPPY 


Since many new people will be work- 
ing with us for the first time, we felt 
that this advice column will be timely, 
whether you are a correspondent, an 
advertiser or just writing to us. 

Put your club name, plus your name, 
address (including zip code), phone 
number (with area code), and when you 
can be reached on everything. It’s frus- 
trating when, after separating club 
news into this pile, and ads in that pile, 
to find a sheet listing an anniversary 
dance on November 31 in Paxton with 
caller Dave Casey - but no club name! 
Also, if there’s a question, we need to 
be able to contact you. 

Make sure your club knows who is 
responsible for sending us info. Get- 
ting two versions of anything causes 
confusion - which one do we use? 

Please put different types of infor- 
mation on separate sheets of paper - 
club news on one, ads on another. Then 
they can be easily sorted, and we de- 
crease the chance of missing that new 
workshop time. When sending in ad 
changes, you need only list those items 
needing change. 

Please try to have the information 
typed. If that’s impossible, print a 
sample paragraph and ask someone 
who's not used to your handwriting to 
read it. If they can't, odds are we can't 
either. We're pretty good, but... 

DO NOT staple checks, ads, etc. 
together! Bank computers tend to 
get indigestion from staples, and 
mutilated checks get caught in 
their throats.

Never glue or tape special artwork 
to your ad form. Include it in a smaller 
envelope or whatever and indicate the 
position on the ad by drawing a circle 
and writing “dancers” or “logo” inside. 
Make sure artwork is in dense black 
or it won't come out clearly. Blue dis- 
appears completely. 

If you are reducing your ad or flyer 
on a copy machine to fit on our ad form, 
please do not cut it out. Leave it on 
the large sheet of paper, but fold it - 
carefully - to avoid cracking the image. 
Keep in mind that with each reproduc- 
tion, an image loses clarity. If you use 
previously copied or printed material 
{о paste up your own ad, then photo- 
copy it to the proper size, it may be il- 
legible in the end. 

If you make up an ad on a com- 
puter and then print itout, set your 
printer for the darkest printing pos- 
sible, or be sure the ribbon you use 
is new. We can read many types of 
files. You can send us your file on a 
3.5 inch diskette but be sure to in- 
clude all font files and graphic files 
used in the ad. We do all our work 
with CorelDraw and Pagemaker. 
We do not send pasted up copy to 
the printer. 

In your ad, be sure to include area 
code and zip code. 

If you intentionally misspell a word 
or violate a grammatical rule, "for spe- 
cial effect," please let us know! 

DO call if you have any problems.

An area is provided оп the back of 
the A New Song & Dance Routine 
brochures for you to write, type or 
stamp a name and address or phone 
number of your club or area contact. 

Your area may be large enough to 
have a central contact point; someone 
willing to act as an informational 
liaison for all area clubs. In this 
respect, one name and phone number 
on the back of the brochure is less 
confusing to the nondancer than 
listing a contact for each club. The 
liaison should have complete informa- 
tion available about dance nights, 
dates, times, places, costs, etc. This 
requires the cooperation of all clubs in 
the area. This works! We have many 
reports from areas that have tried this 
and they have been very successful. 

Individual clubs should arrange to 
have only one contact listed on the 
brochure. This assures that all non- 
dancers, calling for information, get 
the same information. 

Contacts should point out that the 
square dance activity is wholesome, 
energetic, fun, and it promotes good 
health. Be enthusiastic and tell people

how much fun it really is. Friendships 
last a lifetime and where else can you 
go and feel welcome as soon as you 
walk through the door, even clear 
around the world. Promote friendship 
along with the square dancing.

personal contact inevitably needs to be 
made. Advertising can introduce 
business (activity) to the marketplace 
in the abstract, but, in the end, the 
way it deals one-on-one with the 
customer will drive its success or fuel 
its failure. 

Now that we have heard some of 
the not so good news, let's expound on 
the better news. 

The fact is, advertising in or on the 
mass media can, and should, do some 
wondrous things over time. If it didn't, 
there are a lot of businesses spending 
money for nothing. Is AT&T, Sprint or 
MCI going to go out of business? Not 
by a long shot. They put money into 
advertising (investment in the busi- 
ness) to compete with each other, 
guaranteeing each a piece of the pie. 
Would L. L. Bean be the business it is 
today without advertising? Advertis- 
ing does work if it is made to work. I'm 
happy that McDonald's and the 
Colonel decided to advertise, for I 
admit to not being the healthiest 
eater! Advertising, if properly 
conducted and placed, can do the most 
important thing it is supposed to do: 
help get and retain customers. 

Advertising makes known what is 
being sold (even regarding activities) 
to targeted markets. If our heritage 
dances are the market, then the 
appeal needs to be to those who are the 
future of the dances. The mass media 
can more effectively proclaim the 
selling message and make it tremen- 
dously easier to approach the public to 
givethe activity a shot. Properly done, 
the mass media can project the proper 
image to the public, breaking the 
current erroneous image that so many 
have of the activity. Seeing is 
believing and what we show is what 
they see. Attitude is a little thing that 
makes a big world of difference. 
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Advertising can change attitudes. 
Proper advertising, over time, can 
produce astounding results. 

Here is the bottom line. Short term 
advertising, no. Long term advertis- 
ing, yes. Ifwe raise the necessary funds 
to advertise (and it's not cheap), 
develop the appropriate understand- 
ing of who are our prospects (those who 
are the future of square & round 
dancing), target these prospects, ap- 
proach these prospects and deliver 
what we say we have to these 
prospects, then our advertising can, 
and should, be expected to make the 
difference between success and failure. 

The Committee for the Promotion 
of Square & Round Dancing is 
committed to implementing their 
five-year program upon sufficient 
funds raised. They ask that you help 
by accepting a piece of the ownership 
in the campaign. Square and round 
dancing depends on every caller, 
cuer and dancer to unify and 
teamwork the perpetuation and 
propagation of our beloved activity. 
The Committee believes that there 
can be no business of any caller, cuer, 
president, officer, club or of any 
individual dancer more important 
than the business of recruitment. 
Effective advertising will tremen- 
dously boost recruitment efforts. 

So many times I have been 
responded to with, ^yes, Jim, we need to 
do something". "Yes" is certainly 
affirmative, however, it is not the key 
word in the statement. “Do” is the key 
word. Not doing nullifies the 
affirmative “уез.” The sooner the band 
wagon is loaded, the sooner the music 
can be played.

Colorado, in 1951. With his help and 
encouragement, he was able to 
influence many Eastern Callers to 
make the big switch. At this time, 
patter calls were known as Hash. 
Other pioneering ventures of Al 
Brundage were his Country Barn 
Square dance hall in Stepney, 
Connecticut, early Caller classes 
with Ed Gilmore of California in 
Wisconsin, and Ed Durlacher of New 
York in Vermont, Another first for Al, 


was the formation of а record 
producing company - Alamar. He also 
was the first Caller from outside of 
California to record on the Windsor 
recording label. I remember attend- 
inga Square Dance Weekend with Al 
Brundage and Ed Gilmore, at the 
Hotel Greene, Danbury, Connecticut 
in 1953. As you can see, Al Brundage 
was, without a doubt, the true 
pioneer in New England Western 
style Square Dancing.

To anyone on the General 
Committee who felt hurt by my 
remarks, please accept my apologies.

A surcharge per dancer has to be 
done if we intend to get out of “the best 
kept secret” status through television 
and radio advertising. The national 
and international organizations could 
probably come up with a couple 
hundred thousand dollars but MIL- 
LIONS OF DOLLARS could be raised 
annually with a 50-cent surcharge per 
dancer per dance. 

Assuming the average dancer 
dances 26 times a year and that there 
are 300,000 active square dancers, à 
50-cent surcharge would bring in 
$3,900,000! The 26 times per year is 
probably low. The 300,000 active 
dancers is quite accurate based on 
LEGACY's past surveys. And I think 
my math is right. We are willing to 
pay our $26 - are you?

LET'S LOOK АТ WHAT IS RIGHT 
WITH SQUARE DANCING. Qne of 
the most common statements about 
square dancing lately is that we have 
problems and that “something is 
wrong.” Some people have been 
known to ask “what is wrong with the 
square dance movements?" Some say 
that maybe square dancing won't last. 

First off - I'd like to make the fol- 
lowing bold statement: Yes - square 
dancing is in danger of dying ~ not be- 
cause anything is wrong with it -but 
because we are in danger of falling vic- 
tim to a “self full-filling prophecy" if 
we heep looking at the negatives. 

To digress here a little bit. Most 
researchers of the human “thought 
processes” tend to agree that our ac- 
tions are directed by some default 
program running in our “sub-con- 
scious minds.” And that if you tell 
yourself often enough that you be- 
have in a particular way it will be- 
come imprinted into your sub-con- 
scious programming to the extent of 
controlling your actions. Thus if you 
keep telling yourself that you are a 
failure - you will become a failure no 
matter how hard you try otherwise. 
(The self full-filling prophecy). If you 
program yourself for success - then 
your subconscious will help you to 
find unique solutions to problems. 
You may not be successful every time 
- but you will be most of the time. 
(Which is better than the alternative 
of always finding failure.) Now here's 
where we, (the square dance move- 
ment), fit in - some researchers also 
believe that this sub-conscious pro- 
gram applies to groups as well as in- 
dividuals. 

Now back to square dancing. Let's 
look at solving our *problems." 
Firstly I would like to take the state- 
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by Geoff Garbutt 


ment "what is wrong" and turn it 
around by asking - What is right with 
square dancing ?. l'm sure we could 
come up with many positive state- 
ments about square dancing. For in- 
stance: Square dancing is easy to 
learn. Now you may find this hard 
to believe, but think about it for a 
while. Early in our lives we learn 
how to walk, and the process is per- 
manently programmed into our sub- 
conscious, We don't have to think 
about where to place our feet - it is 
automatic. We only need to think 
about which direction to walk to. 
Well guess what square dancing in- 
volves - walking in defined directions. 
It comes natural - we don't have to 
worry about the placement of our feet 
as we would need to for “ballroom” or 
even “line dancing.” 

- Square dancing is fun. Well if it 
isn’t fun at your club - there is some- 
thing wrong. 

- Square dancing promotes friend- 
ship. I believe we can all quote ex- 
amples of life-long friend. we have 
made over the years through square 
dancing. 

- Square dancing promotes team 
work. (If 8 people working together 
is not a team - I don't know what is) ! 

- Square dancing is great to look 
at. (The public loves to watch demos). 

- Square dancers do a lot of trav- 
eling to different places they may not 
have otherwise gone to, 

- Square dancing is standardized 
world-wide. No matter where you go 
- it is done the same. (With some very 
minor Australian differences). 

- Square dancing is mu!tileveled, 
offering differing degrees of challenge. 
Some people may see this as a nega- 
tive, but I think it is a bonus. What

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The Transition Is Coming 


This is a call to action for every 
caller in the business today! Are you 
ready for the great transition? Square 
dancing is about to change dramati- 
cally in the next few years. Will you 
be able to change with it? What are 
you doing now to prepare yourself? 

Now, hold on. We're not doom. ped- 
dlers. We didn't say that club style or 
western style (or whatever you like to 
call it) will vanish. (We don't like the 
terms hobby style or recreational style 
-- too ambiguous.) And yet no one can 
deny the existence of greatly diminish- 
ing numbers we've seen in the past 10 
to 20 years. Doom peddlers say we're 
"riding a dying horse." We've never 
said that. Square dancing will never 
die. But a big change is on the way, 
providing we as callers can recognize 
it and effectively deal with it. 

In essays such as this, in these 
pages over the past few years, we've 
alluded to the change again and again. 
Square dancing is due for a face lift. 
Or, maybe a better analogy is that it's 
due for a rebirth. We've talked a lot 
about the Community Dance Program 
(CDP). That's the heart of the change 
that's coming. But it's more than that.

Perhaps the Basic program we now 
have in place is the answer. We're talk- 
ing about basic — not the proposition 
that Basic is a prelude to going on to 
Mainstream, Plus and beyond. Yes, 
there are those who want more — 
maybe there should still be more avail- 
able -- but for the vast majority of po- 
tential recruits in the market today, a 
Basic program is sufficient. 

We haven't been smart enough to rec- 
ognize in recent years that the social cli- 
mate, the preferences, the culture of 
those we're chasing in the marketplace, 
is vastly different than it was 20 years 
ago. People just don't want the old 40 
week ladder system of lessons we've been 
pushing and pushing all these years. It 
doesn't fit today's society. 

What about a 20-week series? Bet- 
ter. Not ideal, but better. This is the 
program CALLERLAB is presently de- 
signing for a 21* century kickoff. 
Meanwhile they'll study it, refine it, 
nurture it and promote it when its time 
has come. Hopefully that time is 
sooner rather than later. It would be 
strategic to have an easy learning pro- 
gram in place right now. We have an

The public knows about Line Danc- 
ing and Country Western. Most people 
are not even aware that square danc- 
ing exists, other than in our school sys- 
tems. How did the public learn about 
Line and CW dancing? Media expo- 
sure! Why don't they know about 
square dancing? Lack of media expo- 
sure! We can’t expect people to join an 
activity they know nothing about. 

Many non-dancers believe square 
dancing is done in a barn to old fiddle 
tunes. It's time to tell the public that 
square dancing has been modernized 
and is a viable recreation choice. A 
good way to deliver this message is 
with paid radio advertising. Radio is 
effective, affordable, and IT WORKS. 
Just ask square dancers in Southern 
California! 

In May, 1995, Lea Veronica, publisher 
of Open Squares magazine, bought 66 
radio commercials on 5 stations. The 
spots were to air in September, before 
the start of lessons.

produced 5,000 2-color brochures for 
future mailings and for clubs to use. 
The response rate from each station 
was analyzed. Ineffective stations 
were dropped, more spots were added 
to effective stations, and new stations 
were tried. 

In September, 1996, 197 commer- 
cials ran on 11 stations. 225 people 
called! The information package, now 
including a 2-color brochure, was 
mailed to all new prospects as well as 
all 614 previous responders. 

Fund raising is now in progress for 
the August, 1997, commercials. Sup- 
port from area dancers makes the 
project possible. Donations are spent 
only on radio commercials. Lea per- 
sonally absorbs all other costs: long 
distance, postage, printing, supplies, 
and labor. 

This program brings in new danc- 
ers! Today in California you can dance 
with people who started square danc- 
ing because of the radio ads. August, 
1997, will be the 4^ time square danc- 
ing is brought to the public via paid 
radio. Lea & Jim have become quite 
skilled at radio advertising. They are 
а success story. 

Does this story affect the rest of us? 
Should we try to duplicate their suc- 
cess? Would radio advertising work in 
other regions? If YOU want to use ra- 
dio advertising, how do you begin? 

Guess what? YOU can use radio ad- 
vertising without worrying about the 
details!

The choreography of the early 
period, consisted of 35 to 40 calls. 
Most were called “breaks” and really 
were just memorized patterns to be 
added into a working dance. As an 
example, we would call Allemande 
Left, Allemande A, go right and left, 
then 1/2 Sashay, Resashay all the way 
round and Swing your corner when 
you come down. We also had to 
rearrange our thinking to accept the 
fact that a Right and Left Grand ended 
when you met your partner and didn’t 
continue all the way around until you 
met for the second time. 

Other differences were that Ladies 
Chain ended across the set and didn’t 
automatically mean to Chain Back. 
Right and Left Thru was to be done as 
we know it today with a Right hand 
pull by and a Courtesy Turn. We used 
to Just Pass Thru and Wheel As A 
Couple with no hand contact at all. We 
not only had to learn how to do those 
things, but then we had to tell dancers 
who had been dancing longer than we 
had been calling, that they were doing 
the call wrong or at least had to change 
their dance style to conform with this 
new fangled way of doing the calls. 

The one thing that saved us was the 
fact that we had new calls to show that 
they had never heard of. At first, they 
thought that “Box the Gnat” was a 
joke, but they loved to do the “Wagon 
Wheel Spin” as much as they used to 
enjoy “Wring Out the Old Dish Rag” in 
Eastern style. We would memorize 
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complete dance patterns and refer to 
them by name, so the dancers would 
recognize what pattern we were going 
to call next. Some examples of dance 
names are “Fun Around One”, “Ends 
Turn In”, “Yak Yak”, “Harlem Ro- 
sette”, “Yucaipa Twister” and the list 
could go on and on. Choreographers 
were known by the dances they wrote 
and it was an ego thing to have a dance 
with your name on it, appear in Sets in 
Order, which at that time, was the 
main source of information regarding 
the Western Square Dance program in 
the country. The most well known 
Choreographers of that era were Jim 
York, California, Clarence Watson, 
Missouri, Ed Gilmore, California. 
There were others, but as you can see, 
the Callers from the western section of 
our country, dominated the scene. 
When we were just getting started 
in New England, the program was 
booming on the West Coast. We were 
about 5 years behind and the West 
Coast influence was very strong. An 
interesting problem that we faced was 
the position of the hands when 
dancing. When we first started, we 
found out that all good Western 
Dancers danced with their hands up 
and used what was called a pigeon- 
wing hand hold. The idea was that 
with this hand hold and the elbows 
bent, we were able to dance a little 
closer and keep the squares a little 
tighter. We actually needed that

Till next month 
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In May this year the Square Dance 
Foundation of New England held its an- 
nual meeting. For the first time in many 
years the meeting was not held in the 
Barn in South Weymouth. There was a 
very good turnout of Foundation members 
and supporters. They heard a message 
about a strong organization that is finan- 
cially sound and moving ahead with its 
plan to work for preservation and promo- 
tion of New England square dancing. 

Since the Kramer property was pur- 
chased much has changed. The town of 
South Weymouth refused to recognize the 
tax exempt status of the Foundation and 
levied exorbitant fees. The Greater Bos- 
ton Water Commission fees also grew as- 
tronomically, Many people had put a 
great deal of personal effort into maintain- 
ing and improving that property. It was 
devastating for them the accept that cir- 
cumstances beyond their control made it 
necessary to let go. 

The person who recognized the inevi- 
table and led the transition out of the 
South Weymouth property is Anna Dixon. 
As chairman of the Foundation during 
this traumatic period she has worked tire- 
lessly to overcome the many obstacles she 
faced. She understood the personal attach- 
ment of the dedicated band of volunteers 
who had done so much. She understood, 
also, the value of the collection of New En- 
gland square dance history that the Foun- 
dation has accumulated. She also worked 
and studied to understand the commercial 
details involved in selling the property. 

All of that wonderful memorabilia is 
now housed in a safe location in the old 
mill buildings in Manchester, NH. It is 
in a room beside the Mill-A-Round-Dance 
Center. This space will make it possible 
to have access to these historically valu- 
able materials. Also, the work of the vol- 
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Milestone Award 


unteers in cataloging the collection can 
continue. A few years ago I paid a visit to 
the Lloyd Shaw Foundation collection 
which is housed in a donated building in 
Albuquerque, NM. They have books and 
records and pictures that describe the de- 
velopment of square dancing back to the 
earliest days of traditional dancing in this 
country. The New England collection is 
more limited in its scope. Our collection 
concentrates on modern square dancing 
and mostly its development here in New 
England. Within this limitation it is com- 
parable to the materials assembled by the 
Lloyd Shaw Foundation. These two are 
the only collections that really trace the 
history of our activity. 

The Foundation still needs your sup- 
port. They have a mission - to preserve 
and promote square dancing in New En- 
gland. They continue to need members 
and volunteers, The investment that we 
have made is still intact. In addition to 
the outstanding collection which is well 
preserved and on its way to being cata- 
logued and accessible, the Foundation has 
a reserve of about $60,000. This amount 
is nearly equal to the total of memberships 
that have been paid in to it. Unfortu- 
nately, it is not enough to pay the rent 
from the interest it earns. 

l ask you to consider joining the Foun- 
dation for many reasons. Square danc- 
ing is a wonderful recreation that has 
given many of you years of fun and a whole 
group of new friends. A small band of loyal 
volunteers has given hours - even years - 
of work to make a home for the history of 
our recreation. Anna has walked a deli- 
cate line through the emotions of those 
who were understandably attached to the 
Kramer property. 'The Foundation is alive 
and well. Get to know what it has done. 
Join and help us move into the future 
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SQUARE DANCING IN SPACE?

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MORE ON DEGREE OF DIFFICULTY 
By Ed Foote, Pittsburgh, Pennsylvania 
In the June issue of this magazine, Jim Mayo 
discussed my article from the April issue in which 
I had quoted one of his columns. He said my 





quote implied that he had found the dancers in Germany to 
be much better than dancers in the U.S., and that this was 


not so - that his comment about com- 
parative dancing ability applied to only 
one group of callers at a callers school 
he was teaching. 

Jim made several interesting com- 
ments in his June article which are 
worthy of discussion. He says that 
many U.S. callers come home from 
Europe raving that all the dancers are 
very skilled, but that his experience is 
different; that there are some out- 
standing dancers in Europe and these 
are the ones who probably come out 
when the “big names from the States 
travel over there," thus making it ap- 
pear that the level is better than it re- 
ally is. Jim says that when he has 
called for local clubs in Europe, he has 
found the dancers there to be *very 
much like those I call for here." 

А different view. My experience is 
exactly the opposite from Jim's. I have 
found the dancers at almost every 
Mainstream and Plus dance in North- 
ern Europe to be significantly better 
than at similar dances in the U.S. Not 
only can they do more material, they 
also dance much better to the music. I 
have made 12 calling trips to Europe 
and have called in 10 countries and 
have found this to be true on every trip, 

An interesting question to ask is: 
If all the good dancers in Europe come 
out for the name callers, thereby mak-

ing the floor appear better than it is, 
why doesn't the same thing happen in 
the U.S, at the big special dances? Why 
aren't our special dances above aver- 
age in floor ability? Answer: Because 
the general floor level of all dances in 
Europe is much higher than in the U.S. 
Big name callers draw large crowds in 
both Europe and the U.S., and the floor 
level is noticeably different. 

Also, it is not a case in Europe of all 
the good dancers suddenly appearing 
when there is a U.S. caller - I call for 
several clubs in the areas I visit, not 
just at one large dance. 

А good example is a dance I called 
in September 1995 on the island of 
Bornholm in the middle of the Baltic 
Sea - 2 1/2 hours by ferry from any- 
where. This is remote! There is only 
one club - Mainstream with «ome Plus 
tips and the ability was above the av- 
erage U.S. club’ 

Jim goes on to say that U.S. callers 
are fascinated by puzzles, and that 
note service material is often “more 
complicated than I find dancers can 
handle comfortably.” I agree - for U.S. 
dancers. But it is not too complicated 
for Northern European dancers. Pre- 
pared written material that I would 
have to call in a slow stop-start man- 
ner in the U.S., I can call with normal

Some times the trims on 
square dance outfits can cost 
more than the material for 
the "ма itself. Save your scraps from other outfits and use 
for ruffles or appliques or neck or sleeve bindings. Rick rack 
sewn in rows or diagonal is pretty as you twirl. Color fast

ribbons interwoven above the ruffle is 
striking also lace added to a dress 
looks more romantic and feminine. 
Eyelet ruffle or edging creates a more 
country look. Washable paint and 
glitter allows your imagination to run 
in any direction. Decorative or 
embroidery stitches can make it one of 
a kind. Bows can add a bit of innocence. 

Ruffles can be made narrow or wide 
and sewn in singles or multi layers. 
They can be top stitched on both sides 
and gathered, then top stitch on. A 
narrow row can be added within the 
seam or you can use a ruffler 
attachment on your machine. The 
sergers have a foot that you can gather 
your ruffle, attach it to your dress and 
finish your seam all in one step. 

Rick-rack comes in different widths 
and a rainbow of colors. I like the 
wider rick-rack and after Гуе made my 
skirt I play with the rick-rack and 
create my design. 

There is a lot going on with inter 
weaving ribbon. I remember doing 
that making placemats when I was a 
girl scout. You could make a belt or 
the cumberbun of a dress. 

Purchased laces can be applied at 
the neck line, sleeves, in the gores of 
skirt or the hemline. 

Eyelet ruffle always looks nice sewn 
into blouse yokes edging the sleeve and

into the ruffle on the top and finish off 
the bottom of the ruffle with eyelet 
underneath to give the look of a slip. 

Applying washable paint or glitter 
you need to wash the fabric to remove 
sizing and DO NOT use a fabric 
softener. Use your own imagination or 
look in coloring books or magazines for 
ideas and trace them then use a 
transfer pencil to put onto the fabric. 
One of my most complemented shirts 
Ive painted for David and George 
came from the cover of a history book. 

Embroidery stitching - if you have 
patience, and time is not a factor then 
do each gore with a small embroidery 
motif. I love flowers and maybe 
someday ГЇЇ do my favorite ones in 
the center of an eight gore skirt. If 
youre lucky enough to have a 
machine that does embroidery then 
don't be afraid to be creative. 

The pretty little bow. I love bows 
and I have used them to just decorate 
up a dress and I have used them for a 
purpose. Draw up each gore at the 
seam and attach a bow to give the 
appearance of a scallop hem. You can 
do the same at a sleeve. Bows are 
pretty at neckline and they cover up 
hooks and eyes, snaps

Nominations for the Yankee Clipper Award for Distinguished Service to Square/Round 
Dancing in New England will be judged upon the following criteria: 


. The Nominee shall have been active a minimum of ten years in this New 
England activity. 

. That during this time the dedicated service to square/round dancing has 
been of an exemplary nature. 

. That the Nominee be a ‘complete’ person; that is, his/her total life brings 
credit to our activity. 

. Normally this Award shall be considered a partner award. Service and 
activities of the partner when applicable shall be considered. 

. Nominations shall be confidential and not discussed with the Nominee 
except as cleared by the Awards Committee in advance of such discussion. 

. There shall be no announcement of the Award Recipient until the Award 
has been made publicly. 

. The decisions of the Awards Committee are final, binding and not subject 
to review by any other authority.

Branson business- 
man Bill Simmons wanted to televise 
line and country western dancing. 
After learning about efforts to get 
square dancing on network TV, he 
decided to add modern western 
square dancing to his show. 

Branson is the Live Entertainment 
and the Family Vacation Capital of the 
World. Square dancing takes place 
right in the heart of town, at The 
Branson Opry House, 2805 Green 
Mountain Drive. The facility includes 
a restaurant, three hardwood dance 
floors, and enough television equip- 
ment to broadcast square dancing 
around the globe. 

A daily one-hour show is all set to 
air on LVTN (Las Vegas Television Net- 
work) and on some of the UPN (United 
Paramount Network) affiliated stations. 
LVTN reaches about 3 million homes, 
and there are about 200 UPN affiliated- 
stations, Both networks are rather 
small, but both have ambitious plans for 
future growth.

33 - 40 - - - -, #1 couple turn alone and promenade up the set to cast off 

41-48 - - - -, #l’s lead the lines down the outside to the foot where the #Ї'з meet and 


make a four hand arch. 


49 - 66 - - - -, The following 42's and 83's go past them and turn in to go through the 
arch and promenade up the set to stop at the top. 


67 - 64 - - - -, Lines go forward and back.

may be wrong is that we don’t exploit 
the levels available to us, (especially 
Mainstream), to their full extent. 

Now the above list is not complete. 
I'm sure everyone of you can add to this 
list. So let's exploit these positives. 
Surely there are people out there who 
are looking for activities that have 
some of the many positive attributes 
that square dancing has. 

Now I would like to suggest some 
things that we - as dancers, callers, 
clubs and committees can do to help. 

Put the movement first - If you 
take care ofthe movement - the move- 
ment will take care of you. I have a 
theory which I call the *act of ultimate 
self interest" which works on the as- 
sumption that if you are only inter- 
ested in the short term and getting 
as much out of an activity (or busi- 
ness) as you can -you will not only dam- 
age that activity but your gains will 
only be short term - and you will even- 
tually cease to operate. But if you 
help that activity to thrive and grow - 
you and your involvement in it will 
thrive and grow. Surely this is the 
ultimate act of self interest. 

In keeping with the above - forget 
petty squabbles within your club - and 
with other clubs. Surely they are in- 
significant when compared to the 
health ofthe overall movement. Clubs 
should resolve to work together, and 
committees should be working to ser- 
vice all of their dancers. 

Co-ordinate your clubs' activities 
with other clubs. (ie your beginners, 
party nights, etc.) 

Welcome the prodigal dancer. Let's 
face it, people basically need to feel 
wanted. So when a dancer who has 
been absent for a while comes back - 
make them feel welcome! Dancers 
have many good reasons for missing 
one or two nights - and already start 
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to feel guilty about it - don't make it 
worse. Don't treat them with greet- 
ings such as, "So you've finally decided 
to come back - where have you been" 
no matter how innocent it may seem it 
will still come out badly. 

Set positive targets. The human 
sub-conscious will work hard to ensure 
that you meet the numerical value of 
a target, to the extent of exceeding it 
to make sure - regardless of whether 
it is positive or negative. If you are 
expecting a "drop out rate" from your 
beginners of say 10% - you will achieve 
it - you might even get 15%. If you in- 
stead expect a “retention rate" of 90%, 
you have a good chance of achieving, 
tor exceeding) it. Now which do you 
think is better ? 

Don't accept failure as an option. 
Planning to succeed will not guaran- 
tee - but planning to fail will guaran- 
tee failure. 

Bring the family back to Square 
Dancing. I can remember back 20 
years or so ago to the number of chil- 
dren who could be found asleep some- 
where in the hall. This was about the 
same period that we had a lot of teen- 
agers in the movement - it was seen as 
a family outing. 

Most importantly - remember that 
square dancing is a people business. 
So look after the people you have and 
they will look after your club-and 
maybe even bring in more people for 
you to look after. 

Of course the above will not solve 
our problems, and the list is not com- 
plete - but if we all work together and 
work towards the overall good of the 
movement - we will find the answers 
we are all looking for 

But whatever vou do - don't give up. 
The patient my be ill, but with some 
“TLC”, (tender ioving care), can be 
nursed back to health - instead of talk- 
ing it into a "mercy killing."

idea that the initiation of an abbrevi- 
ated program has more to do with caller 
acceptance than dancer acceptance. 

Callers should certainly endorse 
what both CALLERLAB and ACA are 
doing program-wise, but there's no need 
to wait until the fruits of their efforts 
are ripe on the vine. We propose that 
every caller start now -- today, not to- 
morrow -- to do these five things: 

1. Make doing One Night Stands 
and Party Dances a high priority in 
your schedule, Learn the squares and 
mixers and line dances that will make 
these dances great fun for all. 

2. Design your own easy-learn cur- 
riculum. Call it Square Dance. Teach 
it in a six-week series, like CDP. Or 
teach it in ten weeks, or in 20. At that 
point form a Dance Club, not a Learn- 
A-Lot-More Club. 

3. Explore the prospects of teaching 
square dancing in the schools. That’s 
where our future square dancers will 
come from. Some callers are teaching 
in schools, on school time, for pay. Get 
a community college course going, too. 

4. Get a Golden Age Club started in 
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your area, teach in a senior center, do 
a demo in a nursing home, teach a one- 
week Elderhostel course. The PR ad- 
vantage alone is worth the effort. 

5. Start a Once-A-Month Dance Club 
just to bring back all those square danc- 
ers who've dropped out of our activity in 
recent years. Promote it as such. Keep 
it at Basic level at best, so that dropouts 
(and even second-time dropouts) can feel 
comfortable about restarting. 

We'll bet that if callers jump on the 
bandwagon initiating one or more of 
these five proposals, there won't be 
time left for much worry about where 
our contemporary square dance pro- 
gram is going. You, as a NEW WAVE 
caller, will be so busy enlarging and 
enhancing the transition of square 
dancing to new proportions, you 
needn't be concerned about the decline 
or even the demise of the old. You'll 
be on the cutting edge ofthe NEW. Let 
CALLERLAB and the ACA catch up 
with YOU, rather than vice versa. 
True, it's a maverick thing to do. But 
would you rather ride a maverick or a 
dying horse?

timing in Europe with no problem. 

Wind i r face and frustrati 
Jim says that as callers we should give 
people “wind in your face dancing,” 
which is allowing dancers to move 
without hesitation. and to do this we 
have to ease up an the complexity. 1 
agree completely. The only difference 
is that “wind in your face dancing” in 
Northern Europe can be called at a 
much higher level than in the U.S. 

Finally, Jim notes that some danc- 
ers have left the activity because it got 
too complicated. I agree. But on the 
other hand, dancers will complain to 
me that they are frustrated because 
they want to dance a better level of 
Mainstream and Plus without having 
to go to Advanced, and there is no place 
where they can do this. They report 
people leaving the activity because of 
this frustration. 

I am not saying this better level 
should be called at large dances - this 
is not the place for it, at least in the 
U.S. But it would he nice if it were

provided somewhere, so as to keep a 
spark alive in those who have become 
frustrated by the boredom of year-af- 
ter-year very easy calling. 

There is no black or white, there 
are just various shades of gray. Jim 
says we should reemphasize Main- 
stream and support it and I totally 
agree. Jim says we need this “as a 
comfortable place for the new danc- 
ers” and I totally agree. But we also 
need it so we can provide a firm foun- 
dation for our dancers. Itis absolutely 
ridiculous to see Advanced dancers 
and even some C-1 dancers break 
down on Mainstream material and I 
see this all the time in the U.S. But 
it does not happen in Northern Eu- 
rope, because there people only go on 
to Plus once they thoroughly under- 
stand the Mainstream program and 
they only go on to Advanced once they 
thoroughly understand Plus.

As I Remember It From page 9 
because we danced at a tempo of 132 
beats per minute and by today's 
standards, that was really flying 
around the square. 

In the early 1960's, California 
(whoever that was?), decided that we 
should change from the Pigeon-wing 
to a forearm grip for all turns and a 
hand-shake grip for all pull byes. 
When this idea was first proposed, by 
none other than Al Brundage, all hell 
broke loose within the activity in New 
England. Some dancers favored it 
and others were just as adamant that 
we should leave things alone. I can 
remember calling dances where one- 
halfthe floor danced the new way with 
hands down and the other half danced 
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with hands up in the old style. Callers 
argued for hours on end, at Callers 
meeting and clubs split up over what 
hand grip to use. Finally, after what 
seemed like forever, we finally got 
everyone dancing with hands down. 
OK? Not quite. Not long after this 
situation seemed to have worked 
itself out, CALLERLAB came along 
and decided that on all “Ocean 
Waves", we would dance with hands 
up and palms touching. In New 
England, we stood as one and said *No 
Way". We were darned if we were 
going tofight that battle over again. If 
you didn't know, that is why we use 
forearms on Ocean Wave figures and 
do not adhere to the CALLERLAB 
recommended hands up position.

years of experience. 

The Veronicas cannot afford to buy 
nationwide radio commercials. Each 
area must do their own fund-raising. 
Lea will then take care of everything 
else. She will negotiate with radio sta- 
tions in your area to get the best price. 
She will activate her 800 number in 
your region. When prospects in your 
region call her office, she will mail them 
an info package about classes in YOUR 
area. All each region must do 
is pay for their own radio airtime.

genuine moon rocks. On the weight 
scale, the writers Earth weight 
registered 138 pounds but only 24 
pounds on the moon scale! 

In Huntsville, National Aeronautics 
and Space Administration (NASA) 
engineers have developed powerful 
rockets which orbited America's first 
satellite, Explorer 1, on January 31, 
1958; launched the first American, 
Alan B. Shepard Jr., into space on May 
5, '61; and on July 16, 1969 the heavy 
rocket Saturn V was used in sending 
into space the first man to walk on the 
moon, Neil A. Armstrong. Since 1970 
many spacecraft have been sent to the 
planets (or "wandering stars," called 
by the ancient Greeks "planetae"), 
enabling scientists to view these other 
worlds close-up for the first time, In 
August 1990, the spacecraft Magellan 
began returning detailed radar images 
of the surface of Venus, 26 million 
miles distant. 

Rockets for these missions could be 
used only once, but on November 14, 
1981, the first reusable spacecraft was 
successfully launched into space. This 
“space shuttle” takes off like a rocket 
and lands like an airplane. The shuttle 
has the capacity to orbit, repair, 
service, retrieve, and replace many 
different types of space payloads. 

The shuttle program was dealt a 
severe blow on January 28, 1986, when 
the 25" flight ended 72 seconds after 
liftoff with the explosion of the shuttle 
Challenger, killing all 7 astronauts on 
board. This devastating disaster 
grounded the space program for 32 


months. After $2.4 billion was spent 
and some 600 changes were made to 
systems and support gear, the shuttle 
Discovery was successfully launched 
September 29, 1988 on a 4 day mission 
carrying a crew of 5 astronauts. 

NASA sent the $1.5 billion space 
telescope "Hubble" into orbit from the 
shuttle Discovery, 381 miles above earth, 
on April 25, 1990 and soon began having 
troubles. The most serious turned out to 
be an incorrectly ground mirror which 
blurred the telescope's images. Subse- 
quent missions have allowed astronauts 
to retreve the telescope and apply 
corrective mirrors to it, allowing 
scientists to see deep into space. 

The latest setback in our space 
travel program occurred on August 25, 
1993 when NASA officials expected to 
receive signals from the Mars Ob- 
server but none were forthcoming. The 
$1 billion Mars Observer, launched on 
September 25, 1992 was expected to 
map Mars’ surface as it orbited the 
planet for a Martian year, 687 days. 
The Mars Observer was last heard 
from on August 21, 1993 and officials 
don't. know if it started to orbit the 
planet, flew past it, or was destroyed 
or disabled. 

Despite disasters, setbacks, and 
cutbacks in our space program 
funding, astronauts and other special- 
ists living and working in spacecraft 
have been proficient conducting ex- 
periments in scientific, medical, manu- 
facturing and other fields, Will they 
also some day find a way for weightless 
square dancing in space? 

Happy dancing.
